The- experience of the hard of hear- 
ing, men and women possessing 
md Speech, and who are 

forced to seek each others society, 

speaks volumes. When this class of 
people, some- of whom have still some 

perception of vocal sound, complain of 

neglect in Ihe company of those with 
normal hearing, it is a ghastly joke lo 
prate t" the profoundly deaf of the 
necessity of an "oral atmosphere." 
When the deaf leave' si hool they are 
only loo happy lo associate with other 
deal people rather than to seek 'oral' 

surroundings, Human nature has to hi' 
reckoned with when preparing any 

group of children for life in human 
society. The de-af do not converse 
with each othei by and through 

spi'ee h, they find gestures 1 learer and 
more easily understood. These 

lures which they have- used in 
School even surreptitiously in oral 
schools are natural lo them in the 
lace of all the frantic warnings of 

teat hers who apparently do not 1 om 
prebend the needs of the c hildren plat 
ed under their care ami Instruction. 
The misguided efforts oi enthusiastic 
Instructors in their attempts to defy 

the trend ol nature that they 

try io considei themselves deaf and 
thus obtain a practical Insight and 

familiarity with what Ihe lack in con 

venation Imples; it would also indi-

seek thetn out for social purpose

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The Headsman 

A hundred years or so ago a pub- 
lic executioner, or headsman, was a 
pitiable creature indeed. Shunned 
by his kind, he led a solitary lift; no 
man would speak to him, or even 
brush against him in passing, A 
little girl in old Dusseldorf, known 
as Red Sefchen from her long red 
locks, once told the poet Heine of I 
strange scence she bad witnessed. 
She came of a lcng race of execution- 
ers, and lived with her grandfather, 
a famous headsman, in a lonely 
wood. When she was about eight 
years old, on one fine autumn day 
an unusually large party of guests 
arrived at the farmhouse. 

There were more than a dozen of 
them, almost all very old men with 
gray or bald heads; and under their 
reds cloaks they had their long 
swords and their finest clothes. 

They were the oldest executioners 
from all the most distant parts, and 
had not met for a long time. There 
was a great shaking of hands, bul 
very little speech, and that often in 
a language of unintelligible signs. 

When night fell, the master turned 
his servants out-of-doors, and sent 
the old women off on some pretext. 
Bui he let Red Sefchen stay in the 
house, and bade her scour the great 
silver goblet with its sea-gods and 
their dolphins and conch-shells and 
put it on the stone table outside the 
front door then he told her to go at 
once to bed. 

Red Sefchen dutifully cleaned the 
Neptune cup, and set it on the table 
by the flasks of wine, but she did 
not go to bed. She was so curious 
thai she hid behind a bush, where 
she could not hear much, but could 
see all that happened. 

The strangers, with her grand- 
father at their head, came solemnly, 
two and two, and sat down on the 
wooden blocks round the stone table;

light on their stern fat 

For a long time they sal in silence, 
or only muttering, as if in prayer. 
Then her grandfather filled the 
gobiet with wine, and each drank 
and passed it to his neighbor; and 
after the draught they shook hands

his eyes, and the other old men 
wept bitterly; and it was dreadful 
to see those old men, who looked 
as hard and weather beaten as the 
stone faces round a church door, 
with tears running from their stone 
eyes, and sobbing like children.

Pioneering In Vocational 
Instruction 



The earliest mention of trade instruction in 
a school for the deal' is probably the resolu- 
tion adopted by the directors of the American 
Asylum si Hartford, on January 27, 182S, 
and which announced "That, whereas it is 
considered Important thai the deaf and dumb 
should lie Instructed in some useful art or 
trade, whrrebv lliev mas be enabled to sup- 
port Ihemselves by their labor *** they 
shall be taughl such arts or trades as shall 
be tlUght at the Asylum, and such as shall 
be deemed suitable and proper lor them re- 
spectively. — N. Y. Journal. 

The importance of vocational 

instruction for the pupils in our school 

was early realized by OUT Hoard of 

Trustees. In the first report of the 
school issued in 1823, we find the 
following reference to the subject. 

The Board hopes *** to have it in their 
power lo employ a portion ol their (the 
pupils') time in acquiring a knowledge of 
mcl) Hi labia them when leav- 

ing the Institution, lo procure a subsistence. 
OCSfvS the tdUCBtion of pupils who 
have learned lo read and write and have 
not been taught am branch of industry, by 
which to obtain tor themselves a support in 
IHi . u Incomplete. 

Hut for yens afterward the number 
of pupils present and the resources 
Of the school would not allow the 

tblishmenl of a vocational depart 
meni Instead, the boys wore ap- 
prenticed to master workmen in town. 
receiving instruction for a few hours 
each day. This system had the 

advantage of permitting a wider selec- 
tion of Hades, and the boys prob- 
ably found it more Interesting to work 
al. commercial jobs for which money 
was was paid "on the barrel head ' 
than al pattern lessons. Another 
advantage was that working 
side by side with I he master or his 
journeymen there was opportunity 
to observe standard practices, short- 
cuts, .ind trade economics, for as ail 
good workmen know, there is more 

i ade than a mere knowledge of 
processes. Then too, there was less of 
I he leisurely habit of working, to be 
found in many school shops, lor the 

r whose profits" depended on the 

out | ml of his shop did not permit 
loafing on the job. The writer wis 
acquainted with some of the old 
graduates of the Kentucky School 
trained under this .system, and with- 
out exception they were skilled Work- 
men, masters of their handicrafts. 

The Civil War put an end lo the 
apprentice system and led to the 
establishment of trade teaching at the 
School, the forerunner of the voca- 
tional department as we know it 
today. Kentucky Standard.
